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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 , 8 and 16 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over Eichstaedt et al. 
(US Patent 6,218,958) in view of Sato et al. (US Patent 6,331,965). 

Regarding claims 1 and 16, Eichstaedt et al. disclose an accessory unit for alerting a user 
of an incoming call received by an associated wireless communication device, the accessory unit 
comprising: 

a wireless communication circuit (see fig.2) configured to wirelessly receive information 
from the wireless communication device (see col.3 lines 60-61) ; and 

an alerting device (12, fig.1) configured to signal (see col.1 lines 35-45, col.2 lines 14-17) 
the user when a call is received by the wireless communication device (22, fig.1). 

Eichstaedt et al. fail to disclose a coupler configured to couple the accessory unit to a 
wristwatch. 

In an analogous art, Sato et al. disclose a coupler configured to couple the accessory unit 
to a wristwatch (see col.21 lines 20-25, "band 203a" corresponds to "coupler")- Therefore, It 
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would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
modify the system of Eichstaedt et al. with the above teaching of Sato et al. in order to provide 
the wearing means with the watch body giving no feeling of discomfort in an area containing the 
device when the device is put on around the user's wrist. 

Regarding claim 8, Eichstaedt et al. disclose an incoming call alert system comprising: a 
wireless communication device, wherein the wireless communication device includes a primary 
wireless communication circuit and a secondary wireless communication circuit; and an 
accessory unit configured to alert a user of an incoming call at the primary wireless 
communication circuit of the wireless communication device, wherein the accessory unit 
includes: a wireless communication circuit wirelessly coupled to the secondary wireless 
communication circuit of the wireless communication device; and an alerting device configured to 
signal a user when a call is being received by the primary wireless communication circuit of the 
wireless communication device (see fig. 1-3). 

Eichstaedt et al. fail to disclose a coupler configured to couple the accessory unit to a 
wristwatch. 

In an analogous art, Sato et al. disclose a coupler configured to couple the 
accessory unit to a wristwatch (see col.21 lines 20-25, "band 203a" corresponds to 
"coupler"). Therefore, It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to modify the system of Eichstaedt et al. with the 
above teaching of Sato et al. in order to provide the wearing means with the watch body 
giving no feeling of discomfort in an area containing the device when the device is put 
on around the user's wrist. 
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Regarding claims 2 and 9, the modified Eichstaedt et al. disclose the display permits the 
user to see the face of the wristwatch (see Sato et al., col. 8 lines 36-45). 

Regarding claims 3 and 10, the modified Eichstaedt discloses the display is generally 
planar, and the display covers and is generally parallel to the face of the wristwatch when the 
accessory unit is coupled to the wristwatch (see Sato et al., fig.24A). 

Regarding claims 6, 13, 15 and 18, Eichstaedt et al. disclose identify the source of the call 
(see Sato et al, col.8 lines 16-24). 

Regarding claims 4 and 1 1, the modified Eichstaedt disclose the display is a liquid crystal 
display (see Sato et al., col.8 lines 44-45). 

Regarding claims 5, 12 and 19, the modified Eichstaedt disclose the alerting device 
includes a speaker (see Sato et al., 130, fig.4B) 

Regarding claims 7 and 14, the modified Eichstaedt disclose the accessory unit includes a 
printed circuit board (see Sato et al., fig.4B, printed circuit board is inherent). 

Regarding claim 20, the modified Eichstaedt et al. disclose a user can read the time from 
the wristwatch when the accessory unit is coupled to the wristwatch (see Sato et al., col.8 lines 
36-37).
